Indemnity

ernment in the circumstances.

also has been made clear that the 
case of each foreigner who waa 
victim of the bandit outrage should 
be weighed on its merits, particu- 
larly with relation to any special 
claims based on allegation of hard- 
ships suffered or financial losses or 
physical ailments resulting from 
the captivity. 


Inasmuch as the Indemnity fig- 
ures given above seem to have been 
generally regarded by the Peking 
diplomats as fair, 
It Is assured 
here that the other powers toow 
the same position and that exces- 
sive claims which might be

mitted by various nationals would 
not be found acceptable by their 
governments.

GEYSERS AND POWER.

Jfow men are wondering if all the geysers in 
the country are to be harnessed and set to 
labor on a regular schedule with extra pay for 
overtime and deductions ..for failure to punch 
the clock. 


The geyser is no longer a joke. Its days as an 


untramrneled scenic wonder may 
even 
be 


threatened. Up in Sonoma county where a gen- 
erous'crop of geysers has been boasted as a 
curiosity and because of the thrilling reaction 
experienced by the tourist who sees one per- 
form for the first time, there is said to be a 
ten mile area of potential power. In this ground 
.where there is no geyser men will drill a hole 
and summon, the modern genie. In no time at 
all a new geyser will be spouting energy to run 
cars, light cities, and turn mills. 


It is unfortunate men cannot plant geysers 


as they do, for instance, vegetable oysters. Then 
it would be possible for each city to harvest its 
own crop with the nonchalance of a 
house- 


holder pulling his yield of radishes. As it is 
one must look for the geyser in its natural 
habitat and count that section fortunate and 
rich. 


The whole country is watching the Califor- 


nia experiments in putting ihe geyser to work. 
It must be ascertained if the encouragement, of 
new geysers by drilling will reduce the energy 
of those which already exist, the 
maximum 


eteady strength of the field must be learned, 
and there are other problems which will have 
to be worked out. 


In the meantime the roar of 1hc geysers

THE PROOF OF SERVICE. 


Every citizen in the Eastbay who holds in 


his make-up an appreciation of the beauties of 
wooded slopes is indebted to the Contra Costa 
Hills Fire Protection committee for a record 
of service which is no less than remarkable. 


The season of 1921-22 offered more menace 


than any in years. Anyone who walks the trails 
behind Oakland, Berkeley or Piedmont knows 
that the snow of a season before had broken^ 
off many branches and limbs, the forest floov 
was cluttered with dry and brittle fuel, and 
the chances for a disastrous fire were never 
so great. The total loss for that threatening 
season was |1,200. 


Figuring the season as one no different than 


the one before, the saving accomplished by ihe 
application of brains and labor to the prob- 
lem was §29,000, for the loss in 1920-21 was 
?30,000. Taking into consideration the condi- 
tion of the forest floor, the real saving is much 
larger. Those fires which started were potent- 
ially more dangerous. They had more upon 
which to feed and were spreading with greater 
rapidity when their course was checked, almost 
at the start, by the wardens and ranger. 


There are fourteen of these deputy wardens 


protecting the hills under a State District Fire 
Ranger. The money contributed for the work 
by the public amounts to less than a tenth of 
what is saved annually for these men are paid 
by private interests having property to protect. 
Today the hills are dry and the danger is pres- 
ent, but it is riot the danger of old.

COMPULSORY IGNORANCE. 


The National Education Association of tho United 


States has Just finished a week of meetings and dis- 
cussions.

tions and sections. Among the most interesting of 
the Joint meetings must have boon those with the 
American Classical League.

United States Department of Ag- 
riculture to show that there has 
been a decrease of about CO per 
cent in the number of stallions in 
service in the United States since 
1915, a decrease of 913,000 horses 
on farms between January 1, 1920, 
and January 1, 1922, and a de-

1922 , Of 
203,000 


horses. 
Government figures, as quoted by 


the institute, show' that the mone- 
tary loss for horses last year was 
$29,180,000 and for mules $8,843,- 
000; 
that horses under, one year 


old had 
decreased

1914 
to $26.12 in 1923; one and 


under two years from 
J74.87 in 


1914 
to $40.98 in 1923, and two 
years and over from
